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My  Beef 
Against  Dope

Perhaps  one  of  the  distinguishing 
characteristics  of  today's  so  called  "youth  culture" 
is  the  use  of  drugs.  Drugs,  especially  the  "light" 
variety,  physically  set  apart  large  numbers  of 
young  people  from  the  society  of  their  parents. 
Their  use  serves  as  a  symbol  of  that  often  quoted 
phrase,  the,  "generation  gap",  which  seems  to  have 
affected  this  civilization  in  a  larger  dose  than 
others. 

Dope  has  come  to  represent  a  symbol  not  only 
of  the  "generation  gap"  but  of  a  supposedly  new 
set  of  norms  serving  a  youth  orientated 
sub-culture.  This  sub'  culture's  anti-environment 
serves  to  shut  out  the  influence  of  crumbling 
institutions  which  have  failed  to  meet  new 
challenges  with  relevant  solutions.  These 
institutions  engage  in  rear -guard  actions,  hoping  for 
a  turning  back  of  the  clock  which  will  never  occur. 
The  conduct  of  the  Catholic  Church  is  the  rule,  not 
the  exception. 

To  many,  drug  use  is  a  physical  signpost.  It 
points  to  the  efforts  of  young  people  to  bring  the 
world  down  to  a  human  scale,  a  world  that  has  at 
least  a  semblance  of  sanity. 

I  think  those  who  ally  themselves  to  the  new 
creed  have  chosen  the  worst  possible  symbol  to 
represent  the  shifting  norms  within  our  society. 
The  use  of  drugs  may  represent  new  freedom  to 
many,  but  to  me  the  attitude  of  those  who  do 
smoke-up.   only   perpetuates   the    same   hypocrisy 

hich  riddles  society  in  general. 
I         The  new  sub-culture  which  youth  has  built  for 
...self  seems  to  stress  the  human  virtues  of  equality 
and  an  honest,  open  approach  towards  life.  But  the 
majority  of  drug  users  stress  neither. 

One  of  the  most  characteristic  traits  of  any 
group  who  regularity  smokes  hash  for  instance,  is 
that  they  stick  closely  together.  This  clique-type 
congregation  bears  an  amazing  resemblance  to 
those  bulkwarks  of  the  Establishment  —  the 
fraternity  and  the  suburb. 

Like  a  fraternity,  these  groups  conform  to  a 
standard  set  of  norms  which  cannot  be  broken  if 
one  wants  to  stay  within  the  group.  Every 
drug -using  group  has  its  rigidly-maintained 
entrance  requirements.  I  haven't  observed  a  single 
group  yet  not  using  the  same  "cool"  vocabulary  or 
conforming  to  the  same  style  of  dress. 

Thus,  a  drug  clique  may  have  its  centre  around 
a  somewhat  different  type  of  social  life  than  a 
fraternity  but  the  behaviour  pattern  is  the  same. 
All  those  within  the  group  have  pre-set 
personalities  and  those  who  stand  outside  the 
group  ("He  doesn't  smoke  up!")  are  regarded  with 
the  appropriate  amount  of  scorn. 

This  clique  attitude  is  nothing  new.  The  use  of 
the  lighter  drugs  is  just  a  new  twist  in  the  age-old 
pursuit  of  status.  Many  of  those  who  smoke  up  do 
not   actually   derive   a   sincere  pleasure  from  the 

E)hysical  use  of  drugs.  The  glamour  of  breaking  the 
aw  and  belonging  to  a  tight-knit  and  somewhat 
admired  group  is  the  underlying  reason  for  the 
relative  popularity  of  drug  use. 

Except  for  a  minority,  the  drop-out  attitude  of 
drug  users  who  have  been  supposedly  turned  off  by 
their  parents'  life  style,  is  an  elaborate  facade.  1  do 
not  question  the  actual  use  of  dope  (that  is,  none 
of  mine  or  the  law's  business),  but  the  general 
attitude  which  results  from  its  use.  Far  from  being 
social  drop-outs,  drug-users  are  much  like  their 
parents.  Actually,  their  parents  should  be  proud  of 
them.

CENSORSHIP 
COMES  TO  ERINDALE 

"A  person  who 

(a)  Communicates  statements  on  behalf  of  or  as  a 
representative  or  professed  representatives  of  the  unlawful 
association, 

(b)  Advocates  or  promotes  the  unlawful  acts,  aims 
principals,  or  policies  of  the  unlawful  association, 

(c)  Advocates,  promotes  or  engages  in  the  use  of  force 
or  the  commission  of  criminal  offences  as  a  means  of 
accomplishing  a  governmental  change  within  Canada, 


is     guilty     of     an     indictable     offense     and     liable 
imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  five  years."

The  above  is  presumably  the  section  of  the  War  Measures 
Act  which  was  the  basis  of  a  recent  action  of  the  college 
administration.  Ian  Hall  wished  to  duplicate  and  distribute 
a  declaration  by  the  Quebec  Communist  Party  concerning 
the  F.L.Q.  crisis. 

He  took  it  up  to  our  duplicating  department  to  have 
500  copies  run  off  so  he  could  distribute  them.  Ian  said  he 
is  not  necessarily  a  supporter  of  that  particular  viewpoint  — 
he  just  wanted  to  give  the  students  circulars  to  balance  their 
views  of  the  crisis  against  "propaganda"  from  the  other  side 
(such  as  the  Toronto  dailies). 

One  of  the  secretaries  rushed  off  to  the  Dean's  offices 
with  the  pamphlet  Ian  wanted  her  to  duplicate.  The  Deans 
decided  that  the  declaration  was  not  to  be  disseminated: 
they  felt  it  was  against  the  law  under  the  War  Measures  Act. 
(Ian  was  going  to  pay  for  it  himself,  so  it  wasn't  a  matter  of 
school  expense). 

Ian  then  brought  it  down  to  the  Erindalian  with  the 
request  that  we  print  it.  The  staff  of  the  Erindalian  felt  that 
it  is  not  our  place  to  do  the  work  of  the  Communist  or  any 
Party  —  however,  we  felt  that  "nothing  cools  nonsense  like 
exposure  to  air".  Here  is  an  exceprt  from  the  declaration: 

"This  fascist  repression  and  shameless  gangster  logic 
(uniting  Quebec  working  class  people  and  exploiting 
sections  of  the  national  minorities  more  and  more.  This 
growing  united  front  is  sealed  in  blood.  The  Communist 
Part  of  Quebec  (marxist-Leninist)  calls  upon  the  Quebec 
working  class  and  people,  the  exploited  sections  of  the 
national  minorities  and  all  progressive  patriotic 
organizations  to  unite  in  the  glorious  duty  of  wiping  out 
our  common  enemy,  building  an  independent  and 
democratic  Quebec  and  marching  forward  in  the 
world-wide  struggle  against  U.S.  imperialism." 

We  feel  that  the  above  paragraph  does  not  constitute 
support  for  the  F.L.Q..  However,  it  does  illustrate  standing 
Communist  doctrine  -  violent  revolution  by  the  "working 
class". 

We  feel  that  such  rhetoric  illustrates  adequately  the 
nature  of  the  declaration,  and  certainly  we  do  not  consider 
this  sort  of  support  for  the  F.L.Q.  to  threaten  the  "Peace, 
Order  and  Good  Government"  of  Canada.

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EDITORIAL 

Perhaps  the  most  perceptive  view  of  the 
political  mess  students  are  presently  sleeping 
through  was  expressed  by  George  Bain  of  'The 
Globe  and  Mail'  on  Wednesday,  October  21. 
"Are  Canadians  more  tolerant  of  the  suspension  of 
some  substantial  civil  rights  in  Canada  than  they 
would  be  if  the  same  thing  were  done  in  the  United 
States?  Plainly,  emphatically,  yes. 

"If  because  or  some  terrorist  act  in,  say,  the 
South,  the  President  of  the  U.S.  had  proclaimed 
orders  under  which  persons  could  be  picked  up  on 
suspicion,  denied  bail,  and  held  for  up  to  90  days 
without  trial,  the  thicket  of  protesters  outside  the 
U.S.  Consulate  on  University  Avenue  in  Toronto 
would  have  been  impenetrable. 

"It  is  a  peculiar  Canadian  trait  to  be  able  to 
spot  an  inequity  better  at  a  distance,  especially  if 
facing  south,  than  close  up.  As  soon  as  Ramparts, 
or  Scanlon's,  or  whatever,  had  pointed  out  that  the 
U.S.  equivalent  of  our  War  Measures  Act  was  a 
denial  of  everything  Americans  were  supposed  to 
hold  dear,  three-quarters  of  this  country's  inflamed 
youth  and  all  its  TV  producers  would  have 
recognized  that  the  U.S.  equivalent  of  our  War 
Measures  Act  was  a  denial  of  everything  Americans 
were  supposed  to  hold  dear. 

"And  they'd  have  been  out  saying  so. 

"(Here,  the  Prime  Minister  needed  only  to 
cough  discreetly  behind  his  hand  and  say  that  he'd 
appreciate  a  little  more  restraint  on  the  part  of  the 
news  media  in  reporting  the  news,  and  CBC 
president  George  Davidson  not  only  replied  "Yes, 
sir;  yes,  sir;  three  bags  full,"  but  expressed  the 
pious  hope  that  the  rest  of  the  media  would  follow 
the  CBC's  unctuous  example). 

"That's  us.  Give  us  a  certified  safe, 
well-defined  suppression  of  rights  —  which  is  to 
say,  one  at  some  distance  —  and  we're  tigers." 


In  spite  of  denials  by  the  Federal  Government, 
the  War  Measures  Act  has  affected  others  besides 
the  F.L.Q.  and  their  supporters: 

—  The  University  of  Guelph  newspaper  was 
seized. 

—  The  mayor  of  Vancouver  requested  that  the 
War  Measures  Act  be  implemented  against  the 
youth  element  in  his  city. 

—  In  Quebec,  among  the  hundreds  of  people 
arrested  are  members  of  the  Parti  Quebecois 
and  the  Front  d'Action  Politique. 

The  P.Q.  won  approximately  25%  of  the 
popular  vote  in  the  Quebec  Provincial  elections. 

The  F.R.A.P.  are  a  political  party  opposing 
Mayor  Jean  Drapeau  in  the  upcoming  Montreal 
municipal  elections.  They  have  participated  in  the 
attempt  to  block  the  Murray  Hill  Limosine 
Monopoly  at  Montreal  International  Airport.  They 
have  also  organized  a  medical  co-op  in  the  city. 
Until  the  arrests  under  the  W.M.A.,  they  were 
considered  the  major  source  of  opposition  to  His 
Worship  Mayor  Drapeau. 

The  list  of  arrested  persons  is  lengthy.  Almost 
every  aspect  of  the  provincial  population  is 
represented  on  that  list. 

The  arrest  list  includes  a  former  professor  at 
McGill  University,  a  former  officer  in  the  Quebec 
Provincial  Police  and  several  government  officials. 
Members  of  both  left  and  right  wing  organizations 
have  been  arrested.  Leaders  in  both  the  labor 
movement  and  the  business  community  are  among 
those  accused  of  supporting  or  sympathizing  with 
the  F.L.Q.  The  list  also  includes  a  number  of 
lawyers,  doctors,  and  journalists.  Added  to  this  are 
a  number  of  artists,  poets  and  singers. 

Far  from  being  a  group  of  wild-eyed  fanatics, 
most  the  people  arrested  seem  to  be  rational 
individuals,  sincerely  dedicated  to  a  cause  in  which 
they  believe.  They  have  been  caught  up  in  a  series 
of  tragic  incidents. 

Even  though  they  were  not  directly  involved  in 
the  kidnap  crimes  and  even  if  they  did  not 
condone  the  actions  of  the  F.L.Q.,  they  were  still 
arrested. 

A  number  of  groups  such  as  the  P.Q.,  F.L.Q., 
and  others,  share  the  same  general  aspirations. 
However,  they  manifest  them  in  dramatically 
different  manners. 

It  is  political  persecution  to  hold  people  for 
their  beliefs.  No  amount  of  rhetoric  or  flag-waving 
can  cover  this  fact.

It  is  humorous  not  because  the  student  is  so 
idealistic,  which  he  is,  nor  because  it  is  oh  so  true, 
which  it  is;  but  because  it  demonstrates  the  way  in 
which  revolutionary  jargon,  while  simplifying  the 
issue,  alienates  people,  and  renders  honest  concern 
over  very  real  injustices  unpalatable  to  the  public. 

I  wrote  my  infamous  "Letter  to  the  Editor"  in 
response  to  Chuck's  plea  for  a  little  student 
involvement.  The  letter  was  a  put-on  of  course,  but 
only  in  that  it  stated  my  very  real  anger  in  terms 
unacceptable  to  most. 

All  generalities  are  false,  including  this  one.  A 
description  of  deep-rooted  discontent  with  the 
system  tends  to  be  full  of  generalities.  We  all  know 
many  specific  instances  of  injustice;  the  problem  is 
that  in  looking  for  what  causes  it,  we  find  that  we 
are  spewing  forth  dogma  and  jargon  open  to 
diverse  interpretations. 

I  plan,  in  this  column,  to  avoid  the  distillation 
of  the  facts  into  dogma  as  much  as  possible;  I  plan 
to  cite  specific  instances  of  things  that  happen  to 
me  and  to  you,  things  that  make  us  angry,  things 
that  make  us  want  to  fight  City  Hall,  and  things 
that  eventually  lead  to  revolution. 

Sometimes  I  hear  myself  saying  things  that 
sound  very  much  as  though  I  advocate  anarchy.  I 
am  not  an  anarchist.  Yet  when  I  feel  that  I  am  the

The  Column  of  Roll

The  Monterey  International  Pop  Festival  was, 
for  many  musicians,  the  high  point  of  their  career, 
especially  a  new-formed  trio  that  had  just  become 
the  rage  of  England.  Their  appearance  was  magical; 
their  performance  light  years  ahead  of  anything 
America  had  seen  before.  Led  by  a  "freaky  Black 
English  Bluesman",  the  Jimi  Hendrix  Experience 
suddenly  owned  the  future.  With  Noel  Redding  on 
bass  and  Mitch  Mitchell  on  drums,  they  rose  to  the 
forefront  of  the  music  scene  with  a  performance 
that  has  just  been  released  on  an  album  with  Otis 
Redding. 

Reaching  a  climax  with  their  double-album, 
Electric  Ladyland",  they  suddenly  vanished  as 
quickly  as  they  had  risen.  After  a  heroin  bust  in 
Toronto  it  became  increasingly  obvious  that 
Hendrix  was  in  an  uncontrollable  downfall. 
Rejected  by  such  avante-garde  jazz  musicians  as 
Miles  Davis  and  Roland  Kirk,  he  formed,  "Band  of 
Gypsies",  but  dissatisfaction  and  depression  were 
the  only  earmarks  of  his  efforts.  In  an  interview 
after  he  disbanded  it,  Hendrix  said,  "It  was  going 
through  head  changes  is  what  it  was,  I  really 
couldn't  tell  —  I  don't  know,  I  was  very  tired.  And 
here  I'd  been  fighting  the  biggest  war  I  ever  fought 
in  my  life.  Inside,  you  know?  And  like  that  wasn't 
the  place  to  do  it." 

Supposedly,  things  were  to  be  better  than  ever ' 
with  the  Experience  together  again,  but  Hendrix 
died  in  his  attempts.  Although  many  theories  have 
been  advanced  as  to  the  actual  cause  of  his  death,  I 
find  Noel  Redding's  the  most  authoritative  when 
he  said  that  Hendrix  had  been  doing  some  "heavy 
tripping  and  taken  a  quantity  of  sleeping  pills  so 
that  he  could  come  down". 

With  his  death,  Hendrix  left  an  unfillable  void 
in  contemporary  music.  I  was  left  most  inspired  by 
his  last  interview  when  he  talked  of  his  plans  for 
the  future. 

"I  want  a  big  band  full  of  competent  musicians 
that  I  can  conduct  and  write  for.  And  with  the 
music  we  will  paint  pictures  of  earth  and  space,  so 
that  the  listener  can  be  taken  somewhere. 

"It's  going  to  be  music  that  will  open  up  a  new 
sense  in  people's  minds.  They  are  getting  their 
minds  ready  now.  Like  me,  they  are  going  back 
home  and  making  themselves  ready  for  the  next 
trip". 

ABANDONED 

Through  lack  of  student  support,  I  have  decided  that 
there  is  no  alternative  but  to  abandon  the  Erindale  Political 
Science  Club.  Fortunately,  a  few  interested  students  did 
attend  the  meetings,  but  an  organization  cannot  succeed 
with  fewer  than  five  members.
